14 July 1981 


Mr. Max Hugel, CIA" Ss Deputy Director for Operations, today 
tendered his resignation: Mr. Hugel said that he had concluded 
that, .al though allegations made with’ respect to certain business : 
activities seven years ago are unfounded and untrue, the allegations 
have become a burden whish he believes is no longer: fair to impose 


on the Agency and the men and women who have worked with him. 


Mr. Hugel wishes to emphasize that the allegations against him 


concern his private life and have no connection whatsoever to his 


association with CIA or to its activities. 
The “Director has appointed Mr. John Stein, a career CIA ~ 
officer, to succeed Mr. Hugel as Deputy Director for Operations. 


The text of their exchange of letters is attached. 
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
